VERDICT. 
I, W. S. Coleman, coroner of liush 
county , having examined the body of 
Norman Cook, ami heard the testimony 
of witnesses, which said testimony is 
hereto attached, do hereby find that 
the deceased came to his death August 
13th, 19 05, at 12:10 p. m ., death re­ 
sulting from loss of blood, and shock 
from bullet wounds and cut on back 
of neck. 
Said bullet wounds were 
caused by bullets fired from a 38 caliber 
and a 32 caliber revolver in the hands 
of some one other than Norman Cook. 
Said cut on neck was caused by a ra­ 
zor in the bands of some one, the 
identity of whom I am unable to de­ 
termine.

The coroner’s report of the inquest 
« held over the body of Norman Cook 
was filed in the Rush county clerk's 
office today at eleven o’clock. 
The stories of the chief witnesses 
were contained in the report. 
The 
statement of Mrs. Bankert was the 
same as given by her to a represent» 
five of this paper on the dav follow­ 
ing the shooting, excepting the state 
ment about securing the second rovol 
ver. 
She told the coroner that she did 
not remember bow she got the second 
weapon, but she told a representative 
of the Daily Republican that she went 
down stairs and secured the second re­ 
volver. 
As 
has 
been 
stated Mrs. 
Bankert’* story was the same as lias 
been published, 
excepting this one 
statement. 
The important part of Mr. Bankert’s 
testimony to Coroner Coleman is as 
follows: “ I came in from my chores 
near 7 p. m .,r» mi after getting|a paper 
I went out on the south ]» orcli to read. 
Soon after sitting down my wife 
motioned for me to come into the 
house 
I followed her into the bod 
room, where she got a 82 call be r revol­ 
ver and handed it to me, i t the >amc 
time say ing: ‘ Cook is up stairs and 
has insulted me, and 
that in' said 
that if 1 did not do just as he w ant­ 
ed me to that lie would cut mv throat, 
kill all the family and burn the house 
that night*. 
I pufe the revolver in mv 
pocket and started out of the room. 
My wife said, ‘I am going to shoot 
him.* 
I told her not to do it and I 
started out to supjior. 
A few minutes 
later I beard some shots. 
I ran at 
once up stxtrs 
aud found mv wife 
l>ouiiding Cook over the bead with a 
revolver, and be ly ing on the tioor, 
was 
try ing to get bold of her. 
1 
jerked the revolver away from her and 
took it down stairs ami laid it and the 
one I had in my pocket on the mantle 
of the bed room. 
I went hack up 
stairs at once and took Cook into the 
north bed room. 
I went out into the 
hall to tell my boy to go for a doctor, 
and while I was talking to him 
heard a shot and went into t lie 
and saw my wife with a revolver in 
her hand. 
I took it from her. 
1 then 
went down stairs and took both of the 
revolvers to the barn, and bid them. 
I returned to the house then and to the 
room where Cook lay and I did not 
notice the razor, or that Cook was cut 
on the neck until Claude Walker call­ 
ed my attention to it.” 
Sadie Smay , a servant in the Bank­ 
ert home, made the following state- 


came in and told me that Cook had 
been shot. 
As soon as Willie told me 
I went up stairs and found Mr. and 
Mrs. Bankert, 
Ralph 
and Howard 
Bankert in the north bed room, and 
Norman Cook was lay ing on the floor. 
Cook asked for w*ater. 
Mr. Bankert 
bad a revolver in bis hand, and he 
told Ralph to go to Mr. Walker’s ami 
telephone for a doctor. 
I then went 
down stairs to get some water ami 
Mr. Bankert followed me. 
I got a 
gltfss of water and also a bucket of 
water aud some rags and hurried back 
up stairs. 
While on the stairway I 
heard two shots fired. 
When I got in 
the room I saw Mrs. Bankert with a 
revolver in her band, and I saw Mr. 
Bankert take it from her aud push her 
out into the hall. 
Cook said, ‘Wess, 
don’t let Anna come here any more. 
Lock the door and keep her out. ’ 
Mr. 
Bankert then went down stairs with 
the revolver. 
Mrs. Bankert, Willie 
Horr, Howard Bankert ami I stay ed on 
the landing until Mr. Bankert return­ 
ed. 
The first time I came up stairs I 
noticed that Mr. Cook’s-neck had been 
cut. 
Before Mr. Bankert returned, 
Ralph had come back from Mr. Walk- 
er’s. 
When Mr. Bankert came 
up 
stairs he w'ent into the south room,and 
picked up the razor which was ly ing 
on the floor, aud he put it in his pocx- 
ot and went down stairs. 
A bed comfort was ly ing on the floor 
of the south room near the window, 
and a pillow was lay ing on it as if 
some one had been ly ing on the pallet 
I do not know how the pallet came to 
he there. 
There was blood upon the 
pillow 
and comfort. 
I went down 
stairs, leaving Mrs. Bankert and all 
three of the children ujtstairs. 
I did 
not go up stairs again.” 
Other important evidence was given 
by ffte Bankert children, Frank Cam­ 
eron 
Mrs. Bertha Walker, 
Claude 
Walker and U. S. Maffett but on ac­ 
count of lack ot space thior testimony 
can not'be given. 
A dispatch from Connersville say s: 
An iuiportaut link in the chain of 
evidence which seems to jsiint to an 
intimacy between Mrs. Anna Bankert 
of Rush county and Norman Cook, the 
man she is charged with muVdering, 
developed in this city today in the 
story told by the dead man’s half 
sister, Mrs. Jacob Arnold. 
When questioned about the tragedy 
Mrs. Arnold broke down cry ing, but 
soon told in a clear, straightfforward 
manner what she knew of Mrs. Bank­ 
ert and her brother in recent months. 
She said she never saw Mrs. Bankert, 
but that a few months ago her brother 
came to her home in this city and said 
lie had come in the buggy with Mrs. 
Bankert, and 
asked that lie might 
bring her to the Arnold home lor din­ 
ner. 
Mrs. Arnold say s she refused, know­ 
ing that Mrs. Bankert was a married 
woman, and having reasons to believe 
that her associations with her brother 
were wrong. 
A few weeks ago, Nor­ 
man Cook came to this city and work­ 
ed a short time at the Shields liverv 
ham. 
Soon after coming he told his 
half sister that if Mrs. Bankert wrote 
to her asking'if he was here to answer 
that he was not. 
He explained to her, Mrs. Arnold 
said, that, he wanted to get away from 
Mrs. Bankert. 
She say s that he told 
her that stie was of a jealous disposi­ 
tion and had threatened to kill him if 
he went with auy other woman. 
Mrs. 
Arnold further stated that her brother 
told her that Mrs. Bankert had a r­ 
ranged for him to go away and she 
would follow him, but that he told 
* ! her it would be foolish, as he w’ould 
room I u0Ter be able to care for her in 
way she was used to living.

The” Corner Stone Services” held 
at the United Presby terian 
church 
Sunday morning were largely attended 
ami deeply impressive. 
After an earn­ 
est sermon by the pastor, W. P. Mc­ 
Garey , the’articles and documents in­ 
tended for the corner stone'of the new 
church were placed in a “ strong box' 
at the side of the pulpit. 
The articles 
were as follows: A Bible, a book of 
jtsalms in verse, a pamphlet, entitled 
“ The History aud Distinctive Princi­ 
ples 
of 
the 
United 
Presby terian 
Church,” a picture of lie old church, 
copies of the 
Congregational 
y ear 
book, current*issues of the church pa­ 
pers and*of the local papers, a copy of. 
Sunday 's sermon, a roll of the mem­ 
bers of the congregation, and the fol­ 
lowing record : 
The United 
Presby terian 
church 
w*as organized in Rushville in 1879 . 
During the same y ear, a house of wor­ 
ship was erected and dedicated. 
Rev. A. P. Hutchison was pastor 
from 1881 to 1885. 
Rev. S. R. Fraser was jiastor from 
1885 to 1887. 
Rev. N. L. Heidger was {tastor from 
1887 to 189 0. 
W. H. Frondi, I). D ., was jiastor 
from 19 80 to 189 7. 
Rev. K. G. Bailey was pastor from 
189 8 to 1900. 
The present pastor is VV, P. McGar- 
oy , the pastorate beginning in 19 01. 
In the spring of 19 05, the congrega­ 
tion chose Messrs. R. A. Inn is, T. M. 
Green, A. F. Stewart. H. E. Barrett. 
A. C. Brown^ami W. H. Cherry as a 
building committee 
and 
instructed 
them to proceed with the building of 
a new church. 
The building is at 
this time (August 20th, 19 05), under 
course of construction, and 
is the 
building in the corner stone of which 
this record is found. 
THE SERMON. 
The pastor took for his text, Ephes­ 
ians 2:20: “ Ye are built upon the 
ajuistlos and prophets, Jesus Christ 
Himself being tfie chief corner stone. “ 
He said in p a rt: “ The statement of 
this text is in a spocial sense true of 
the United Prebsy terian church. 
Loy - 
alty to Christ as supreme, rather than 
the king, was the primary reason why 
our Scottish ancestors sejiaratcd from 
the established church. 
The history 
of our church, of course, no more be­ 
gins iu 1858, when the two branches 
of the church united and became the 
‘United Presby terian*,1 than does the 
wedding dav mark the birth of two 
people who are united iu marriage. 
Our history reaches backward from 
today through 2*»7 'y ears of glorious 
story of loy alty and. marty rdom, to 
that 
memorable 
28th of February , 
1638, when 
in the 
churchy ard 
of 
the Grey friars in 
Scotlaud, when 
the fathers’of our church, with uplfted |
